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GENESIS NOT NECESSARY? 
The dean of Saint Paul’s Cathedral, London, who won 
for himself the sobriquet of “the gloomy dean”, finds evi- 
dence that wé are not partakers of original sin. He now be- 
lievés that there is hope for the human race and that relig- 
jon can rise and is now rising “above Genesis.” In discussing 
the present and future, he says: 

“The cause of religion must be won on its own field— 
that of the devout life. Religion can be neither proved nor 
disproved by anything outside itself. It is real to those who 
live in it; it justifies itself progressively to those who will 
Make the necessary sacrifices in order to find the pearl of 
great price. In sense, it makes the attainment of truth more 
difficult, because ‘it takes all there is of us’ to win it; it also 
makes it much simpler. We are not required to do violence to 
our reason by rejecting ‘the assured results of modern re- 
search. It will be a happy day when we feel ourselves free, 
as indeed we are. Every branch of truth is sacred; every 
new discovery of the methods of nature is a new revelation 
of the law of God’s world. It is other worldliness which alone 
can transform the world.” 

The dean like many of his co-religionists of the Anglican 
church is an evolutionist. With many other divines of the 
church of England, he insists that the first book of the Bible 
should not be taken too seriously. The higher critics, the 
scientific thinkers have not yet e:;wakened to the fact that 
evolution, in the sense that the whole man is nothing more 
than an evolution from a lower type, has been repudiated 
by practically every real scientist. There is a theory of evolu- 
. tion which may be consistent or in agreement with the Chris- 
tian view of the universe. It may be safely held that God 
produced the universe by a single creative act of His will 
and implanted in it laws by which it naturally developed. 
This natural developmc.at does not deny that “In the be- 
ginning created heaven and earth.” The other theory 
‘of evolution, which apparently is the one held by Professor 
Schmidt, rests on a materialistic and atheistic basis, the first 
principle of which is a denial of a personal Creator. This 
theory does not account for the first beginning of the law of 
its evolution since it acknowledges neither Creator nor law- 
giver. The idea of spontaneous generation is contrary to natu- 
ral science and the facts of observation. The theistic theory 
of evolution- permits the opinion that God made use of 
natural evolutionary causes in the production of man’s body. 
This theory was propounded by Saint Augustine. There never 
has been Very adequate proof in its defense. Knowing that 
the human soul is a spiritual nature, the Christian cannot 
admit that it.could have been evolved from a brute. The ath- 
éistic theory of evolution, which denies a soul] separate from 
matter, is stark materialism. 

The whole theory of evolution, whether theistic or ath- 
eistic, is at best an experiment. The only information that 
science has concerning the formation of new species is direct- 
ly observed in but few cases and then only with reference 
to such forms as are closely related to each other. When evo- 
lution confines itself to a small circle of forms it presents 
rather numerous and weighty arguments. When it includes 
a greater number of forms, such as are comprised in a class, 
the vroofs become correspondingly weaker. After the evolu- 
tionist has said his last word, he must admit that the origin 
of life is unknown to him, as is the origin of the main organic 
types and their principal subdivisions. He can present abso- 
lutely no conclusive evidence in favor of what is termed an 
“ascending evolution of organic forms.” The evolutionist 
finds no trace of even a probable argument in favor of the 
animal origin of man. Neither experimentally nor histor- 
ically have there been observed any changes in the human 
species that go beyond the range of ¢volution. No matter 
how far back we go in history, the earliest human fossils and 
the most ancient traces of culture indicate man as we know 
him today. The trouble with Dean Inge is that like all Evan- 
gelists, he does not realize that religion could exist without 
the Bible, even if evolutionary science could better afford to 
lose Genesis than could religion.—R. X. O'R.

Those who have abandoned 
Protestantiam for Catholicity have not left behind them in 
the ranks from which they have fled, their superiors in any 
branch of literature, and even few who can hope to be thought 
their equals.
